THE Q0ESTIOH OF CITY PAVIHO. 


We publish by reqdeat the following 


remarks of A. Ij. Simpson, pjgq., Council- 
man* from WarJ ^, Ht a receot meeting of 
the City Government, 
[t will be under- 


stood, of course, that the views advanced 
are those of lhe Rpeaki-r a»d not ours, ex- 
cept tlmt we heartily endorse tbe sugges- 
tions quoted from Health Officer Gale in 
relation to our sewers: 
Mr. President: 


Tbe utility of paving our streets with 


granite is problematical. 


Last year we^exptrimented a little on 


Kxchange street. 
We p:ived lyGOS square 


yards at a eot-t of §4,200, which was about 
82 50 to the square yard. It was an ex- 
pensive experiment. 
The city could have 


contracted to have kept th:tt piece of street 
in good repair and condition for tbe next 
25 years lor $60 ft year; which would have 
been a saving to the city of $200 a year, 
which in the 25 years would have amount- 
ed to $5,000. At the same rate which it 
haa cost- to pave that; piece of street, it 
would cost more than S500,000 to pave 
what streets there are in Banker, which 
need to be paved as much as did that piece. 
The interest on that sum would be $50,000 
per annum, which is about twice as much 
as we appropriate to keep all of our streets 
in repair »,nd to make new streets. 


We can't afford this preat expense. Our 


taxes are too high; our citizen a will not 
stand it. 
If we must pave our street^, we 


must find a cheaper mode than granite. 
Before we make any further expenditures 


smooth and clean streets, as they would 
make traction more easy, and the city more 
healthy. If they are to be paved, when 
paved they should be well done—not cost- 
ly done, but well doce. 
That which is 


costly done is not always well done. 


A smooth, easv street is the btst. The 


Itomao Censor, Claudius, built the Appian 
Way, ;JOO years before Christ, :ind it bt-ars 
evidence of its thoroughness of construc- 
tion. 


But we live in a different age, and should 


prollt from the experience that has crme 
down to us through the ages. We ought 
to do bffer than Claudius did 2,000 yiars 
ago. He used the only kind of paving that 
^.was known then. 
There are now six 


kinds: The different varieties of stone, 
the diiFerent varieties of Macadam, the un- 
treated wood, the treated wood, the mono- 
liiic or sheet asphalt and tbe uspbalt block. 


If we are to do paving we must select 


from these. In making jhe selection many 
things should be considered, such as cheap- 
ness, durability as to cost, agreeablencas 
of locomotion to man and beasts, the noise 
it creates, that it shall afford good foothold 
for horses, that it shall be easy of traction, 
that it shall be healthy, and easy and 
cheaply to be kept clean. 


Granite certainly does not possess those 


properties; it is costly, disagreeable of 
locomotion to man and beast, noisy, 
does not afford good foothold for horses, is 
not easy of traction; it is not healthy, for 
it retains all of the noxious juices in the 
interstices; it is difficult atid expensive to 
keep clean. 
! ! 


But it has one'qualicy, as an eminent 


Chicago editor aaidf "Is nj»ver wears out, 
bur it wears everybody else out." 


But from experiences in London, Chica- 


go and Detroit, and many other cities, 
wood is found to possess all of these good 
qualities. In London, deal (Norway pine)' 
blocks are extensively used on both light 
and heavy streets. 


William Ha'yward, the Street Commis- 


sioner of London, found by actual count 
that on King William street, North of Ar- 
thur, that 21,102 horses passed in a day; 
on White Chapel road, 55 feet wide, 
8,252; Minories street 33 feet wide, 6,819; 
on Leadenball, 30 feet wide, 7.9G6; on Ox- 
ford street, 57 feet wide, 21,955; on Grace 
Church street, 32 feet wide, 15,792; on 
Strand and Fleet streets, 37 feet wide, 21,- 
070. 
All of the streets are paved with deal 


(Norway pine) blocks. 


The London Times, one of tbe leading 


papers of that city says that besides the 
streets before named, that the crowded 
thoroughfares of Picadilly, Great Western, 
Edgewood, and .Regent streets are paved 
with wood. 


Mr. Howarth, the engineer of London, in 


speaking of the lasting qualities of wood 
which came under his observation on Ox- 
ford strett, a thoroughfare of ^1,953 horses 
daily, with a traffic of 300 tons over every 
lineal foot of street per day^ from which 
he took i 


week, breaking his jaw-bone and otherwise 
injuring him.

ly fire inches in depth, and that the wear 
was almost imperceptible, only from one- 
sixteenth to one-eig'hth of an inch was the 
most that Was shown from any block. 
And he also says tbat If it were possible 
to assume an absolute uniform quality of 
wood fibre, a wear of at least twenty-five 
years for inch in depth of wood might be 
confidently expected from good ordinary 
deal under similar traffic. 


While London has been experimenting 


with pine deal, Chicago and Detroit, and 
other cities, have been experimenting with 
cedar blocks. And cedar fence posts and 
telegraph poles evidence the fact that it is 
vastly better, tougher, closer grained, and 
twice as enduring as pine. Both Chicago 
and Detroit, by their experience, careful 
observation, minute investigation, tests 
and comparisons In every possible particu- 
lar, now employ wood Instead of stone on 
their heavy, as well as light, streets. 


As to slipperinesa, Mr. Haywooo", of 


London, says wood is not as slippery as 


much longer than that. But suppose we 
should have to- rebuild in every 15 or 20 
years, the interest on tbe difference in cost 
would much more than pay for rebuilding. 
There would also be tbe saving in the wear 
and tear of horses and vehicles, and the 
disagreeable noises, the unhealthy odor 
which rises from granite, and expense of 
keeping clean, and the difference in trac- 
tion. 


Allen Campbell, of New York,, "pro- 


nounces granite an evil, and saysfihathe 
is besought by people occupying resi- 
dences on streets paved with granite 
to substituic some other material on ac- 
count of tbe noise; he also said that a 
smooth, noiseless pavement on Fifth Ave- 
nue, in place of the stone, would be a boon 
of the highest value. 


Mr. Harris, of Boston, for 17 years 


Superintendent of Streets, says tbat the 
authorities of that city were compelled to 
put down other material than stone in or- 
der to keep the inhabitants from fleeing to 
the suburbs, and depriving the city of the 
revenue from taxes on their resident prop- 
erty. 


In Detroit, several residence streets 


paved with stone :tre almost forsaken by 
carriages, while tbe streets paved with 
wood are receiving the paLrenage; and the 
property on the sin?ets paved with stone is 
depreciating in vnlue, while on those paved 
with wood it is increasing in value. Every- 
where, travel flies from the stone pave- 
ment and takes to the wood. 


Few are aware of the bad effects pro- 


duced upon the nervous system by the 
noise produced by a granite pavement. Ji 
is injurious to both the nervous system and 
to health. 
Dr. Fordyce Barker writes: 
>kVery (ew appreciate the effect of persist- 
ent noise on the nervous system; .that when 
our business men die they fall with little 
or no premonition, like soldiers in the 
crash of battle. That the strong business 
man accustoms himself to the din of travel 
and traffic, eudures it for a period without 
evidence of injury, until one day comes 
when tbe nervous *sy£tem, suddenly shat- 
tered; announces the close of the business 
careet, the imminence of dissolution." 


While Allen Campbell calls granite an 


evil, Joseph Medill calls it a vast engine 
of destruction to health; Superintendent 
Uarri?, a mover of citizens out of the city; 
Gen. 
Oilman, a destroyer of men, horses 


and vehicles, at a greater cost than a wood 
pavement; Prof. Fenssen&rives, of Paris, 
and Dr. Hamilton, of New York, and oth- 
er eminent medical practitioners, the fruit- 
ful career of numberless nervous and 
brain diseases, and by tax payers, a costly 
abomination.

cily, will tell you that cedar blocks are the 
pavement of Chicago for both light and 
heavy streets; that the people like it and 
cannot be prevailed upon to adopt any 
other; that taxpayers demand it;1 that 
there is not one-halt mile of granite in that 
city to 1GO miles of cedar block. 


Mr. McLnugbiin, City Engineer of De- 


troit, will show yon streets in that city 
which have been paved with cedar blocks 
ten years, without a dollar's worth'of re- 
pairs, which are now in perfect condition. 


On March 22, 1S82, Mr. Cheney wrote to 


Mr. Blakely, of Minneapolis, as follows: 


"•Jn reply to your letter, I will say tbat 


we have been paving with cedar blocks 
since the spring of 1875, and on all kinds 
of foundations, and 1 cannot find any place 
where the blocks show any signs of rot- 
ting. Bush street, from Chicago avenue 
to Cedar street, in the north division, was 
put down In 1877 and looks as well now as 
when first put down. The sand in that 
street is at least fifteen feet deep;—pure, 
like shore sand. 


O. H. CHENEY, Asst. City Eng. 


Mr. President: 


I have taken much pains to gather up 


these facts, and I present them to this 
Board for its consideration. If they are to 
be relied upon, then it would seem that we 
do not want to build any more costly 
granite pavements, for the facts which I 
have presented you show that L much bet- 
ter pavement can be built for less than 
half the expense of granite; that it Is 
evident from the experiments with pine 
in London, and cedar in Chicago and 
Detroit, that cedar is far superior to 
granite. We have cedar handy by and 
plenty, and can pave with it here cheaper 
than they can in Chicago, where it costs 
only $1.00 a square yard. 
'To pave our streets with granite to any 
considerable extent the expense would be 
enormous. Adapt the system, and go on 
paving for a few years with granite, and 
you will see our taxes go up to three per 
cent., and the property holders departing 
the city. Let us take "tbe more economi- 
cal course, and do our paving with cedar 
blocks. 


There is another matter, Mr. President, 


in connection-with this question of paving 
which it behooves us to take into account. 
Tbat is, since the introduction of the Holly 
Water into the city, the houses and water 
closets are beginning to be drained into 
fCenduskea°r Stream. It will noc be very 
long, if this continues, before Kenduskeag 
Stream will be an intolerable nuisance, 
and a creator of pestilence and disease 
and death, and there is but one way to 
obviate this evil; and that will be by 
what is suggested in the report ot the 
Health 
Officer, 
"to 
build a large 


sewer through Exchange street to low 
water, and another through Broad street." 
These sewers must of necessity be built 
soon. And is it good economy to lay these 
streets with granite or anjuilher pavement 
and then have to dig them up in a short 
time to lay these sewers? 


These are matters for our consideration. 


We have got along for one hundred years, 
pretty well, without our streets being 
paved, and we can get along a lew years 
more. We got along quite well when we 
had very much more heavy teaming in the 
city than we now have, and I think we
